experiences have been limited, and he 
has not had the advantages that go 
with a trained and disciplined mind, 
yet no one, who knows Villa, or is fa­ 
miliar with his history, can deny his 
leadership ability. 
Unquestionably, Villa is a natural 
leader of 
men. 
He 
is magnetic, 
brave, resourceful and a good fighter. 
What Villa lacks 
Felix 
Angeles 
supplies. 
Angeles is an 
educated 
man, a graduate of Chapultepec, the 
West Point of Mexico. 
Has associat­ 
ed with, and is one of the upper fam­ 
ilies of Mexico. 
Under 
the 
Diaz 
regime he was a commander of ar­ 
tillery and 
is one 
of 
the 
best 
stragetists of Mexico. 
He has, and has always had the 
confidence of the wealthier class of 
Mexico and this class, 
while 
they 
would not, as a whole, give their sup­ 
port to Villa, will gladly give it to 
Angeles. 
When Villa was in his ascendancy 
a few years ago Angeles did the plan­ 
ning and Villa the execution. 
Angeles is careful and conserva­ 
tive. 
He is fam iliar with interna­ 
tional policies and is a man who will 
command the respect and confidence 
of other nations. 
Villa and Angeles split about four 
years ago, because Villa was too rad­ 
ical and had, in the language of the 
street acquired a full grown case of 
the “big head.” 
When Angeles realized that Villa 
could not be controlled by him he 
withdrew from the Villa movement 
and came to the United States and 
Villa blew up. 
Angeles has always been friendly 
to foreigners and was pro-ally during 
the world war, at one time serving 
the French nation as inspector of mu­ 
nitions.

A FEW ARB LEARNING. 


While labor and capital are spar­ 
ring for advantage and each trying 
to get better terms, there is great 
class, belonging to neither, 
as 
the 
term capital and labor is usually ap­ 
plied which is received but little if 
any consideration.” • 
The consumer—the middle man, if 
you please. 
The small business man, 
the farmer, the independent worker, 
the lawyer, the doctor, the preacher 
and the teacher are given no consid­ 
eration when capital and labor trade 
and traffic. 
The middle man 
unorganized, 
and because he is unorganized he is 
ground between the upper stone of 
capital and the lower stone of labor. 
The small merchant when he goes 
into the market to buy goods is met 
with the demands of the organized 
manufacturer 
and 
wholesaler. 
He 
must comply with the rules and pay 
what is demanded of him. 
Organized labor deals, as a rule, 
just as mercilessly with the small 
merchant and the small m anufactur­ 
er, as it does with the large combi­ 
nation and corporation. 
Unfortunately labor has failed to 
realize that the small merchant and 
small manufacturer is his best friend. 
in this day and age it is necessary 
to have great aggregations of capital 
to forward gigantic undertakings. I he 
demands of the age call for great en­ 
terprises that can be financed only 
by combinations and corporations. 
Many of such* combinations still 
work on the old theory that a cor­ 
poration has no soul, and that labor 
might be protected against such com­ 
binations has given strength to the 
labor movement. 
Labor is not, however, satisfied to 
protect itself against the larger com­ 
bination, but they unfortunately go 
further and class all employers under 
the one head. 
Ah a rule the small employer works 
lunger hours, and harder than any of 
his employes. 
His sarees depends on 
the carefulness with which he hus­ 
bands every celt, and curtails every 
expense. 
The best curb, in the woild, on com­ 
binations, is legitimate competition. 
The day may come when all can com­ 
bine and deal fairly with those not rn 
the combination, bul that day is not 
yet in sight. 
lf the employe of the small con­ 
cern, and the small employer would 
only recognize that their interests are 
mutual, that the success of the small 
concern depends on the faithfulness 
and loyalty of its employes, and that 
the real welfare of the great mass of 
em p loyes depends on the success of 
the small concern there would be bet­ 
ter times for all. 
There is no question but great good 
has come to the laboring man and 
others from 
the 
organized 
labor 
movement. 
That the labor is not getting the 
share it should ieee ive is a fact recog 
nized by all, but it will do no good to 
go on raising wages, as has been cl >r. 
the last few years. 
W hat labor wants is a fairer dis­ 
tribution of the benefits—not dollars. 


The county commissioners are to 
be commended on the work they have 
done at this term of court. 
They have, as an equalizing board, 
made a more careful and a more just 
equalization of the assessm ent values 
of the county. 
And they have decid­ 
ed to call an election for a fifteen 
cents maintenance tax, for the pur­ 
pose of keeping up the roads that 
have already been built in the coun­ 
ty- 
Both of these acts deserve commen­ 
dation. 
As Commissioner Sabo says, there 
has been every effort made to assess 
each property owner in the county 
on an equal basis. 
That there has been great inequali­ 
ty in the assessment values of the 
county is a fact too well known to 
need comment. 
There are men own- 
i ig large tracks of land, and renting 
this land for good sums, who have 
rendered it, for less than half what 
they would sell the land, and in some 
instances, not more than a third of 
its real value. 
Such a condition is wrong in prin­ 
ciple and wrong in practice and if 
persisted in, will ultim ate in ruin to 
the country, just as sure as the sun 
continues to shine. 
There is a new era of justice damm­ 
ing. 
and if men of 
education and 
property will not take the lead and 
act justly by their fellow’ men and 
their county and state, how can they 
expect the ignorant and the needy 
to act justly. 
The man of property w’ho wilfully 
cheats his county, or his neighbor, 
has no right to complain when radi­ 
cals 
deprive him of 
the rights he 
is entitlfd to. 
It is a charge 
often 
made, 
and 
never successfully denied th at men 
of property are far greater tax dodg­ 
ers than are the men of small means. 
If this class is w’ise, if they have 
eyes to see and ears to hear they’ 
will 
change this practice. 
A man 
owes his just 
dues 
to his county and 
his state and the greater he has been 
blessed in worldly wealth the greater 
amount he owes. 
The Eagle believes that the larger 
property owners of the county have 
recognized this fact, and those w’ho 
have had their values increased will 


recognize the justice of 
the 
stand 
the commissioners have taken and 
will acquiesce in the raise, lf they do 
not, and kick, and are able to bring 
fiom any cause enough pressure on 
the commissioners to get their prop­ 
e r t y in at an unfair valuation, mark 
this warning, they will live to rue 
the day they did it. 
The 15 cent maintenance tax is so 
obviously just and fair, and is so un­ 
questionably needed that it is incon­ 
ceivable that any one will oppose it. 
Any man w’ho will vote against such 
a tax is to be pitied for his woe­ 
ful limited view of life. 
Commissioner Sabo states that he 
is afraid that some of his people will 
be opposed to the maintenance tax. 
The Eagle gives Mr. Sabo credit for 
being well informed on conditions in 
his precinct, but it cannot but feel 
that he is mistaken. 
Mr. Sabo represents the precinct. 
which probably has the lowest tax­ 
able values of any precinct in tile 
county. 
Surely the people of his pre­ 
cinct will realize that they will get 
a greater benefit from the tax than 
any other precinct in the county. Sel­ 
fish interest alone w’ould 
seem 
to 
dictate a vote for the tax. 
A lo cents tax means $3 a year to 
a man who 
has 
$2,000 
worth 
of 
property. 
Not many men in the pre­ 
cinct represented by Mr. Sabo have 
j property 
much in excess of $*2,000. 
So the proposed tax will fall 
very 
light on his precinct, and his precinct 
will benefit from the taxes paid by 
property owners in other districts. 
One can see why the larger prop­ 
erty owners m ight oppose the tax, 
but the small property owner, living 
in the county, who votes against me 
lo cent tax surely will be votmg 
against his own best interest. 
Let us have the 15 cents mainten­ 
ance tax, and let *us have a fairer 
valuation of taxable values in the 
county affairs. 
Few men object to "toting” their 
part of the load, no m atter how’ heavy 
the load may be, if they are convinc­ 
ed they are getting a square deal, 
but most of us how’l vociferously if 
w*e think the other fellow is fudging 
on us, and making us tote part of 
his load. 
Back up the commissioners in their 
efforts to improve the county. 


It really does labor no good if it re­ 
ceives $8 or $10 for a day’s work, if 
all that he buys is raised in propor­ 
tion, so that in the end he really 
gains no more comforts or benefit? 
than he did under a lower wage. 
Labor and the small business man 
m ust draw closer together. 
They 
must learn that their salvation de­ 
pends on standing together. 
The small employer comes in closer 
contact with his employes, w’hile to 
the employer of thousands of men— 
they are mere cogs in his vast ma­ 
chine. 
This machine will crush, and 
has crushed the small merchant and 
small business man, just as readily as 
it will crush the laborer. 
Small business men must seek to 
draw closer to their employes. 
They 
must help their employes; take a per­ 
sonal interest in their welfare; ad­ 
vise them, as man to man, not in a 
patronizing way; they 
must 
help 
their employes to prosper, and en­ 
courage them to be better employes, 
whjle the employe m ust learn to take 
a 
deeper 
interest 
in the 
welfare 
of his employer. 
Many employers and employes are 
recognizing this fact and are working 
out a mutual system and understand­ 
ing that is benefiting both. 
The employer must disabuse 
his 
mind that because he happens to be 
boss that he is made out of finer 
clay than his employes—very often 
it is just the reverse. 
Last year during 
the 
desperate 
scramble to get men to harvest the 
rice crop in southern Texas, and when 
rice growers w'ere offering four and 
five dollars a day, and board, for rice 
hands it developed that one rice grow­ 
er was paying only $2.50 a day and 
that he had more applicants than he 
could possibly use. 
Instead of this employer running 
up and down the country begging 
men to come and harvest his rice 
crops, men sought him and offered 
to work for much less than his neigh­ 
bors w'ere paying. 
The reason for this was that the 
rice grower took a personal interest 
in each man on his pay roll; he saw 
that they had as many of the com­ 
forts as could be had. 
He fixed up 
a good comfortable barracks for his 
men, put in tubs, and shower baths, 
and a larger, 
comfortable 
sitting 
rootri| w'ith tables and games and 
papers and magazines, where the men 
could rest and amuse themselves a ft­ 
er the day's work was over. 
He kept 
an old negro women to look after 
the little comforts of his men;to sew 
un their buttons, patch their clothes 
and tidy up their rooms. 
This man didn’t WORK his men, he 
worked with his men, and gave them 
some of the comforts of life, with the 
result he saved all his rice ctop, while 
many of his neighbors lost much of 
theirs, and he got his crop harvested 
fur much lt%ss than did his neighbors 
who paid the higher wage. 
This is an actual case that occurred 
in south Texas in the fall of 1918, 
and shows what can be done when 
employer and employe w ork with 
each other. 
When it becomes the 
fashion to follow’ sucli a custom the 
labor anil capital question will be 
solved, and solved to the benefit of 
eat h, of labor and the small business 
man. 


The Panhandle Hardware associa­ 
tion of Texas met in Amarillo May 
12-15. 
During the meeting an ad­ 
dress was made by Private L. 
B. 
Cooper, one of the boys who “went 
over there which 'has been attract­ 
ing considerable 
attention 
through­ 
out the state, and which the Eagle 
reproduces by request. 
Mr. Cooper 
says: 
“All the w'ords in the English lan­ 
guage are inadequate to express that 
peculiar joy that beats in the breast 
of every American son who has had 
the opportunity to fight 4or American 


ideals on foreign battle fields, and re­ 
turn to his native country and home. 
1$ is a special joy and esteemed hon­ 
or to address you on this occasion; 
you, the hardware men and women, 
that have made it possible for the 
Panhandle to boast of its agricultural 
superiority. 
You that have stood be­ 
hind President Wilson and Old Glory 
with your money and influence, while 
we drove the Huns from the shell- 
torn fields of Northern France, and 
forced old Bill'to adm it th at he was 
licked “ By Gott!” 
“I do not believe that there is a 
man in this hall who would say that 
this w’ar was not inevitable. 
There 
are wars in the world's history which 
stanad out as guide posts along the 
great highway that has led man from 
a mere savage until we today can 
boast of the twentieth century civili­ 
zation and its achievements. 
These 
great periods of the w’orld are the 
periods of transition. 
I believe that 
this is the greatest transition of all 
the ages. 
I believe th a t the changes 
that have been made and are still in 
progress are the greatest that ever 
have or ever can be made. 
I believe 
that this transition is 
the 
mighty 
hinge of history on which turns the 
destiny of states and 
nations 
and 
opens the door to the ball of a world 
peace. 
The troubles of today are largely 
due to the 
fact 
that 
civilization 
brought the old ethics into the new 
conditions. They have tried to clothe 
peace in war uniforms. 
The great 
plot upon European civilization for 
the last half century has been a w ar­ 
like education. 
The God of Nature 
trusted man with his law’s, and in­ 
strum ents of destruction were molded 
for the supreme purpose of settling 
international controversies 
by 
the 
force of might. 
Germany, France and 
all Europe 
have been constantly impressed with 
the splendid parapnernalia of war. 
As children, they played 
with 
toy 
soldiers. 
In schools they were taught 
that a true hero was the hero of 
some great battle; in their history 
war glorified; as youths they were 
taught 
that 
compulsory 
military 
training was the height of patriotism , 
and as men their ears were filled 
w'ith m artial music, bursting shells 
and constant roar of battle, their eyes 
were dazzled with shining uniforms, 
glittering bayonets, and dying com­ 
rades. 
They dressed their peace in 
the uniform of a warrior. 
I attended the harvest of this war­ 
like education. 
I saw Europe with 
the sword run through her heart, 
her life blood slowly ebbing away, 
engaged in war cruel as death and 
hungry as the grave. 
I saw our own 
American boys blown to 
pieces, 
a 
hand here, a foot there, in an old 
blind trench—blinded 
with 
rusty 
barb-wire—lays a heart and a piece 
of liver that one time was the proud 
possessor of a soul and body, but now 
it lies there silent and alone. 
Out 
yonder ii a head—once a beautiful 
head and face that hud often been 
caressed by a loving mother, 
wife, 
sister or sweetheart, hut now the eye 
balls are protruding from their sock­ 
ets, the tongue hanging from the 
mouth, the face all lanced with hot 
and rugged shrapnel—a head with­ 
out a body. 
lf the words of the English lan­ 
guage were adequate to express the 
horrors of a modern battle they would 
cleave to the roof of my mouth and 
expression would be impossible. Oh, 
that it w’ere possible for me to for­ 
ever, blot out the scenes of battle, 
for they are very unpleasant to the 
memory. They why should I try and 
select words to paint these bloody 
scenes for your memory? 
“ lf I give you some of my expe­ 
riences I do not care to increase yiAir 
hatred for the Germans, but I would 
like to increase your hatred for war. 
Let us cease to praise war and con­ 
demn it forever as a civilized means. 
America shall not follow in ti e foot­ 
step s of Germany. 
We must clii.j to 
m ilitarism for support, as the rose 


clings to the lightening rod. to that 
which brings down upon it Hie blast­ 
ing thunder-bolt. 
With your keen sense of im agina­ 
tion can you picture out yonder in 
that old, rusty barb wire entangle­ 
ment, a soldier cutting 
his 
way 
through. 
As a big shell explodes 
near-by he falls into Ute wire; rocks 
and clods of dirt rain down around 
him. 
He get* up, his heart beating 
fast and loud, fear takes the reigns, 
death stares him in the face. 
He 
surges here and there, clothes tom , 
hands bleeding, blood dripping from 
the tips of his fingers; he finally 
takes the natural course 
to the rear, 
and is caught in a withering machine 
gun fire. 
And the hot lead breaks 
his leg and brings him to earth help­ 
less. 
See him as he crawls and pulls 
himself out into a little opening. With 
an uplifted hand* he 
waves 
and 
cries for first aid. 
I bis soldier was about fifty yards 
rn front of the trench that I was in. 
I being a first aid man, and thinking 
that he had been wounded by a piece 
of shrapnel from the shell explosion, 
made my way out to Him. 
Ju st us 
I arrived several machine gun bul­ 
lets passed swiftly by and naturally 
I 
fell te 
the ground; it happened 
to be close by his side. 
His face had 
begun to pale, the bloods spurts slow­ 
ing; I administered aid, and having 
found his leg all splintered and brok­ 
en I went back to the trench after 
a splint. 
In a few minutes I re­ 
turned with an old plank splint. 
But 
the pain was too great and I could 
not do the splinting myself, so I un­ 
rolled his pack, covered him with the 
blanket, placed I.is canteen and hard 
tack where he could reach them, then 
made my way back to the trench. 
There I found several wounded by the 
machine gun. 
A fter dressing them, 
thirty minutes had elapsed, a cold 
rain was falling, I heard a faint cry 
and saw a waving hand from out in 
front of the trench. 
A soldier was 
dying from the loss of blood and the 
shivering cold. 
Two pals gave me 
their blankets and I made a rush to 
where he was, wrapped him in the 
blankets, placed his pack under his 
head for a pillow. 
In a short while 
he was evacuated, and the last time 
we heard from him he was doing fine. 
N ear the second line trench there 
were several platform s built fifteen 
to thirty fet up in large trees, on 
which machine guns were placed for 
the purpose of firing on us as we ad­ 
vanced across an old shell-torn field. 
One I remember in particular had a 
belt reaching from the ground up to 
the gun, a ladder reaching the plat­ 
form and a small rope tied to the 
trigger. 
The gunner stayed on the 
ground behind the tree. 
This nest 
was a few yards beyond our trench. 
We could hear the gun popping and 
the bullets whizzing, but could not 
locate the gun until it jammed and a 
“sweet” Hun started up the ladder to 
unjam it. 
When Shorty Pattent spied 
him and exclaimed, “Oh, look yonder 
boys.” 
He dropped to his knees and 
w'ith a dead aim grot the Old Guard 
right in the temple, just as he was 
taking hold of the platform. The Ger­ 
man flinched, gave a little side jump, 
and plunged head first into the earth 
below. 
He fell like a squirrel. 
The 
most beautiful sight of all the battle. 
Ah, yes, we were hunting big game 
and got a gobbler. 
From the first time that we went 
into the trenches, I was forty-nine 
days without a bath or change of 
clothes. 
The last few days spent on 
this front I was living high in a Ger­ 
man commander’s 
dugout. 
He 
evi­ 
dently intended to make a permanent 
home there. 
When we left we clear 
forgot to pay the rent. 
One day our 
chow was placed out on top* near the 
steps, and Rankin, Jones and I went 
out to fill our mess kits just in time 
for a Hun shell to explode close by 
on the veranda. 
WY were .standing 
one behind the other. 
A piece of 
shell wounded Rankin. 
Either the 
concussion or natural instinct knock ‘ii 
me dow’n the steps. A piece of shrap­ 
nel passed by Jones’ ear, made a 
rugged hole through the brim of his 
helmet and knocked it off into the 
dugout. 
And I am sure that he beat 
it to the bottom. 
Some of the boys 
asked him what was his hurry; he 
replied, “Oh, nothin’ much; thought 
I’d come down after my helmet.” 
I am glad that the big game is 
over, aren’t you? 
While we were 
bucking the lines and making the 
long runs, you were playing the side 
lin es with that old-time American 
pep. Wielding your influence and giv­ 
ing your money in a way that made 
it possible to pile up the scores in 
the Tast quarter. 
And the game was 
won 
I cannot pass without telling some­ 
thing alout Sur/iy France. 
And I 
can best express my sentiments of 
that country by giving you an ode to 
the French weather, written by a 
Texas soldier while over there. 
I have seen the turgent Trinity 
swollen by repeated rains, until it 
seemed almost as large as pictured 
by a Dallas congressman in his pleu 
for an appropriation, sweeping with 
resistlesss force toward the restless 
sea. 
I have seen the Brazos bottom, a 
wide expanse of 
water, 
countless 
farm s inundated, frightened farm ers 
roosting in tree tops waiting for help 
and whiskey. 
I have lived at Beaumont and heard 
that mighty chorus of frogs as they 
hoarsely bewailed 
the 
cruel fate 
which compelled them to live in such 
a place, for in all that mighty marsh 
there was not even a 
chunk 
upon 
which they could find a resting place, 
I have been in the swamp*? of 
Louisiana where it is so damp and 
dismal that even the alligators reach 
an untimely end thhrough chills and 
lonesomeness. 
At Houston I have trudged along 
the Buffalo Bayou and with my own 
eyes have seen the 
historic 
spot 
where Gunga Din got the famous 
drink of water for Rudyard Kipling. 
At Port A rthur I have heard the 
mosquitoes, numberless as the sands 
of the sea shore, singing their song 
of carnage, as they Hun-like hunted 
the life of blood of innocent women 
and children. 
I have heard the sobbing pipe and 
sighing cypress as the* dropped up­ 
on the bosom of mother earth, thous­ 
ands of pearly tears, relating each to 
each the tribulations of a hundred 
years. 
While I, soaking wet, shiver­ 
ing through a long wintry night, to 
listen in vain for the morning chal­ 


lenge by the king of gobblers. 
I have been hustled unceremonious- 
lv from the warm 
embrace 
of a 
downy couch, in the wee small hours 
of a wintry night, clad in the raim ent 
of a mortal saint, stumbling over the 
furniture maliciously placed 
in 
the 
pathway the evening before, on down 
the cold black stairs, onto a porch 
covered with ice and snow, all for the 
noble and glorious purpose of letting 
the cat out. 
I have done squads east and squads 
west and north into' line in the mud 
and slush and snow, with a, cold 
norther whipping the loose folds of 
my B. V. D. against the goose flesh 
until the noise sounded like the part 
of the ways—that the world might 
be safe for the Democrats. 
All this I have done and heard and 
seen, but never have I seen anything 
tile equal of th at French weather. 
Fortune has decreed and I have es­ 
caped that seething sea of mud and 
slush, and reached once more that 
clime where the sun is not mildewed; 
where one’s soul is not waterlogged; 
where teds can be hung outside to 
dry. 
Now, oh, now, the first fool 
that sayeth unto me, Sunny France, 
shall suddenly term inate his useless 
existence in this vale of tears. 
None 
will there be to mourn him, but thoro 
will be two million dough boys to sing 
my praises even to the 
third 
and 
fourth generation. Two million dough 
boys that fought corned beef, crown­ 
ed princes and cooties, poisoned gas, 
propaganda and prunes, beans, bul­ 
lets and bombs, Huns, homesickness 
and hell, abd the 
dampest 
damn 
weather 
or 
the damnedest 
damp 
weather a m an ever saw. 
Sunny

The saloon has made Bridge­ 
port one of the show places of the 
Ohio valley. 
Ungerleider is 36 years of age. He 
is a millionaire and says 
he 
never 
smoked or drank intoxicating liquor. 
He estimates that since 1915 approx­ 
imately 20,000 drinks a day have been 
sold over his bar. 
He also claims 
there has never been a fight in his 
saloon. He attributes this largely to 
the fact that he would not sell to a 
drunken man or a minor. 
In addition to owning the world’s 
biggest saloon, Ungerleider is a bank­ 
er, manufacturer, mine 
owner, 
oil 
man, hotel owner and vice president 
of a street railway company at Co­ 
lumbus, O.

extending over a longer period of 
time. 
In an interview' yesterday aft­ 
ernoon he said the criticism of his 
test wras “so absurd as to merit no 
attention.” 
“The difficulty W'ith these preacher 
men,” said Doctor Marshall, “is many 
of them still adhere to the formerly 
admitted belief that all knowledge re­ 
sides in them and they alone speak 
ex cathedra. 
It may have been true 
several hundred years ago that they 
were the only persons versed at all 
in the sciences, but that day is past, 
and the preacher men can no longer 
talk from the pulpit and defy any one 
to talk back to them.” 
“Perfectly 
ridiculous,’’ 
said 
Dr. 
Hobart A. Hare when told of the as­ 
sertion made by the Rev. R. E. John­ 
son, pastor 
of 
the 
Twenty-ninth 
Street Methodist 
Episcopal 
church, 
that the drinking of a quantity of 2 
3-4 per cent beer every day for a 
week would show different results 
on the personal’s constitution than an 
examination and test after one day of 
such drinking. 
Doctor Johnson said

“Toe more a man drinks the more 
tolerant he becomes and the chances

our experiments is based upon scien­ 
tific fact and it is absurd to attempt 
to question it by verbal contradic­ 
tions.”

Deliveries of dressed beef for the 
United States arm y and navy only 
from May, 1917, through November, 
1918, totaled 39,508.035 pounds, which 
cost $8,465,246.18. 
Of canned meats, 
19,961,968 cans 
were 
supplied, 
in 
which 50,620,042 pounds of meat was 
used. 
The total number of cars q>f 
canned meats furnished was 798, and 
the total cost, $14,782,033.54. 
Bacon costing $13,657,320 was sup 
plied for 
the 
government. 
This 
weighed 31,440,600 pounds. 
During 
the latter part of the war the com­ 
pany was furnishing upwards of 1,- 
000,000 pounds per week. 
“The total volume and value of sup­ 
plies of all kinds furnished by the 
Cudahy Packing 
company 
to 
the 
United States government certainly 
amounts to at least $41,250,000,” says 
the memorandum. 
It adds that there 
were no complaints. 
The total num­ 
ber of pounds of meat sold the gov­ 
ernm ent was 102,709,545. 
“The above figues/ ’says the mem­ 
orandum, “ represent deliveries only 
to the United 
States 
government, 
which at the peak probably never 
equaled 25 per cent of our total pro­ 
duction.” 
Elsewhere the memorandum says:
